Angry Mob Chases Man Cry-

CHICAGO, Nov. 10. [Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] Striking garment workers, a 
majority of whom cannot speak the 
English language, fear to face the po- 
lice and are devoting their attention 
to defenseless girls. These girls, many 
of whom are supporting their parents 
are satisfied with their work and 
wages, but are subjected to the vilest 
abuse by strike thugs, who spit in their 
faces, tear their garments and terror- 
ize them in every way. 

Attempted assassination of a_ girl 
who had been working as a non-union 
employee, extension of the strike of 
the clothing makers to the Indianapolis 
house of Hart Schaffner & Marx, 
thus making the contest a national af- 


big tileup today. 

Rioting in the streets continued 
throughout the day and the strike 
pickets had frequent clashes with the 
police and private detectives. The 
strikers won a victory in court when 
one of their pickets, who had been ar- 
rested was discharged because detec- 
— could not prove their case against 
him. 

Ten policemen and a frenzied mob 
chased a strike picket through the 
street after he had made a lunge with 
a knife at a non-union girl worker. 

The attack occurred at noon while 
the non-union workers were coming 
out of the M. Born & Co., tailoring es- 
tablishment. The picket drew a — 
pocket knife and viciously attempt 
to stab a girl of 16 who was in the 
line of workers. 2 she 
dodged to one side, and four policemen 
rushed. from the building to her aid. 
The man ran down Fifth avenue, pur- 
sue@ by two mounted policemen and 
other officers on foot and a crowd of 
200 maddened onlookers, who shouted 
“Lynch him!” 

The picket dodged into an alley 
seuth of Van Buren street, ran out to 
Sherman street and thence to Jack- 
son boulevard, where he was lost in 
the crowd. The girl was taken into 
the Born building in a fainting condi- 
‘tion, but otherwise she was unhurt.

Frederick A. Cook, the Brooklyn 
traveler, never reached the top of the 
highest peak in America. 

Prof. Parker states he found the 
mountain peak, whieh Dr. Cook photo- 
graphed, and called Mount McKinley, 
“The Top of the Continent,” and in 
support of his statement, showed a 
photograph of a mountain peak taken 
by his expedition last summer and 
pointed out that a comparison of the 
two photographs shows in detatl iden- 
tical outlines of rock formation, prov- 
ing they are pictures of the same 
mountain.

The Indiana Railroad Commission 
has been investigating the cause for 
a shortage of cars, and finds that one 
reason for the shortage ie the fact 
that under a ruling of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission a railroad is 
compelled to pay only 25 cents a day 
for a car belonging to another com- 
pany which it appropriates to its own 
use. The roads have found it cheaper 
to pay the nominal sum than to build 
cars, while they do not relish the idea 
of building cars for their own use 
when they are likely to be seized by 
another company and used for an in- 
definite time at the price set out in 
the ruling. 


The New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad has managed in the last 
two years to add only $476,000 to its 
operating expenses and to increase its 
gross earnings by $7,643,000. It has cut 
down the cost of conducting transpor- 
tation from 45 per cent. to 36 per cent. 
of ite gross earnings. It has earned a 
surplus over its 8 per cent. dividend.

Army Officers Fly Aloft on 
Acroplane Wings. 


Rifles and Revolvers Used

BALTIMORE, Nov. 10.—Sunbeams 
shot with raindrops harrowed the en- 
thusiasts at the aviation field today.

Drexel, from his Bleriot, dropped six 
of the missiles upon the outline rep- 
resenting the deck of a battleship, but 
as none of them struck a vital spot 
his score was only six. 

While he was preparing to drop his 
second bomb, Hoxsey, in a big Wright 
biplane, flew across the grand stand 
from the railroad station at Hasel 
thorpe, where his machine had been 
assembled, in record-breaking time. 
He circied the course many times, per- 
forming brilliant evolutions and divid- 
ing the interest of the audience with 
Drexel, who continued his bomb- 
dropping. — 

Hoxsey flew. his Wright in almost 
every conceivable manner, now in ta- 
pering longitudinal spirals, now grace- 
fully gliding from great heights, then 
literally gliding over the surface of 
the earth, only to rise again into the 
upper air. He made three flights in all 
during the afternoon, 

Shortly after 4 o'clock angry clouds 
in the west spoiled further efforts, and 
less than fifteen’ minutes later came 
the rain. Then the trio of bombs sig- 
naled the official close of the day.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—While 4 
great deal of disappointment and even 
disgust has been felt because of the 
action by a court at St. Paul in sus- 
pending the rate on lemons, fixed by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
at $1 for all points, the railroads are 
likely ‘to suffer in the end by reason of 
their opposition to the ruling of the 
commission. It was decided by the 
commission that a rate of $1 to Sait 
Lake City would be reasonable. As a 
mater of fact, it is known that the 
commission does not think such a rate 
is reasonable. It only allowed that 
rate to stand because somé of the 
longer hauls, as for instance to the 
Atlantic seaboard, would be inadequate 
at the $1 rate, and the rute of $1 for 
shorter hauls helped to make the 
whole compensation to the railroads 
equitable. Under the present blanket 
rate, or rather the $1 rate proposed, 
the railreads would get distinctly the 
better of it because the bulk of the 
lemons are sold west of the Alleghanies. 
A rate of $1 per hundredweight would 
probably be fair to some points be- 
tween Chicago and Rittsburgh, the ex- 
act point not being definitely deter- 
mined, but comparatively easy to as- 
certain. To Salt Lake City a rate of 
40 cents, or at the most 50 cents, would 
be just to the railroads. To 
rate less than $1 would be just. ith- 


pletion of the Panama canal will pro- 
vide a cheaper means of transportation 
to Atlantic Coast ports than the rail- 
roads can offer. 

In the end, probably, the adjustment 
of the lemon rates will be a matter for 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
settle. and then it will declare, as per- 
haps it should have done already, that 
the blanket rate ie not exact or scien- 
tific, and that rates to Salt Lake, for in- 
stance, shall be 50 cents, and to Chicago 

or 90 cents, with about $1 to Pitts 
urgh.

FRANCE IMPORTS WINE, 


Few persons would suppose that 
France would need to import wine. It 
is a fact, however, that the wine indus- 
try has declined of late years to such 
as extent in France, due in part to 
more stringent regulations against wa- 
tering wine and doctoring it with sugar 
and in part to the ravages of the phyl- 
loxera, that France imported last year 
164,260,906- gallons of wine. The area 
planted to grapes in 1876 was 6,982,291 
acres, which decreased steadily until in 
1909 the acreage in wine grapes was 4,- 
, 015,375 acres. on account of the impor- 
tation of healthy American vines re- 
sistent to disease, the production has 
not decreased, and in fact it has stead- 
ily increased for the past sixty years. 
A large part of the wine imported 
comes from Algeria. Some comes from 
Spain, Italy, and Portugal. Some years 
ago a commission of wine producers 
from California went to France to try 
to establish a market there for Califor- 
nia wines. They met with little en- 
couragement, but it is s now 
that if the prices of the local product 
continues to rise, as a result of this 
year’s „ California wines will 
find a limited market in France in com-

gu llons of wine, and imported 164,260,906 
gallons. This, however, looks small 
when compared with the quantity of 
wine the nch people consume. is 
is regulated somewhat by the crop and 
the resultant price. The consumption 
in 1906 was 1,241,599,000 lions; other 
annual totals were 1,268,016,000 and 1.- 
294,435,000 gallons, so that it is sug- 
gested a shortage of only a few million 
gallons would not greatly alarm the 
wine drinkers of France. These totals 
do not include the wine consumed at 
the places of production, as that is not 
taxed. 
FRUIT AND NUT IMPORTATIONS, 
The Bureau of Statistics announces 
that for the year ended June 30, 1909, 
the rts of fruits and nuts 
amount to $16,888,801, as com 
with $21,223,009 for 1910. 
1909 the duties paid on these importe 
amounted to $6,173,136, and during the 
past year with a slightly increased 
duty, the collections amounted to §%,- 
438,755. Fruits and nuts form one of 
the eleven great groups of imports, 
ranking tenth in the list. Spirits, wines 
and liquors form the ninth group in re- 
5 t to value, and the tmportations in 
1 amounted to $21,856, while such 
imports for 1910 amounted to $23,896,157. 
The collections of duty increased from 
$15,650,118 in 1909, to $17,572,334 in 1910. 
California has good progress in 
supplying the home demand for fruits, 
nuts and wines, but it will be seen that 
there is still a considerable field open 
for it.

Curari, the vegetable poison with 
which the Indiana of the upper Ama- 
zon, tip their hunting arrows, remains 
a mystery in its composition after a 
hundred yeears of investigation by asci- 


entists. The Indians win sell it for 
ina weight ih silver, but will not ro- 
veal the plants from which it is 


derived. Not long ago a professor in 
a German university was sent to the 
Amazon wilderness for the express 
purpose of discovering the secret, for 
curari, or urari, as it is otherwise 
called, is now thought to be of great 
value in medicine.

OCEAN PARK, Nov. 10.— Work was 
completed today on the main part of 
the construction of the reinforced con- 
crete seawall on the ocean front south 
of Venice.

MAKING GREAT TELESCOPES. 


Diffieuit to Get Perfect Glass Disks, 
After Which the Grinding Re- 
quires Great Care. 

{Brooklyn Eagle:} The factory which 
most successfully casts the rough 
disks of glass for the mirrore is 
the ancient and famous one at St. 
Gobain, France, which was estab- 
Uushed in 1665. The writer had the 
rare privilege of visiting this old walled 
town last year, and of studying there 
the details of this difficult work. This 
firm has successfully made for us two 
nearly perfect disks sixty inches 
diameter and eight inches thick, weigh- 
ing pounds each, together with a 
large number of smaller disks. 
are now engaged in making for us a 
disk 100 inches in diameter and 14 
inches thick, weighing 10,000 pounds, 
for the mirror of the Hooker telescope, 
Disks up to 60 inches diameter are 
poured from the large fire-clay melting 
pots which are u for melting and 

The 100-inch glass 
so large that it cannot be poured 
fram the usual pots; hence a special 
furnace with a melting tank capable of 
holdtng 40,000 pounds of molten glass 
has been constructed for it.

A 
Special method of annealing, the result 
of long experimenting, is used for such 

t disks as the 60-inch and the 100- 
neh; the annealing of the latter re- 
quires about 100 days. 

The rough disks when successfully 
cast and annealed are shipped in very 
strong wooden c 
inside. We have never had a disk in- 
jured in shipment. 

A very important feature in prepar- 
ing for the grinding and polishing of 
the glasses is the optical room or bulid- 
ing. This must be so constructed that 
it can be kept serupulously free from 
dust, and that the temperature can be 
under perfect control. The optical 
rooms in Pasadena are well protected 
from temperature changes; they can 
be closed air-tight, and are supplied
